Resumcsjon War 



Evryone must realize by now 
that the Japanese-American war 
Is not an isolated conflict in the 
Pacific, without bearing on the 
wars that are going on else- 
where in the world. When the 
Japanese attacked Oahu without 
warnings, they were simply car- 
rying out their part of a tremen- 
dous plan for world domination 
that in all likelihood was framed 
in Berlin. The amazing efficiency 
with which the Jap blitzkreig was 
delivered, suggests a German 
High Command influence. Japan's 
war leaders have never been fam- 
ous for surprise and subtlety. 
The Germans, on the other hand, 
have proven themselves masters 
of strategy, and it is very prob- 
able that German staff officers 
had much to do with laying ou 
the pattern of attack. 

As the President has said, this 
war is primarily a war against 
Nazism and everything else is 
incidental to that. The reasons 
for Germany doing everything in 
her power to provoke an Ameri- 
can-Japanese war, are clear. 
First, actual American involve- 
ment in a major shooting war 
will mean that, for the time be- 
ing at least, American lend-lease 
aid to the Allies will be reduced. 
It may also te necessary for both 
American and Britain to transfer 
naval strength from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. 

Second, if Japan can succeed 
in her drive to isolate this coun- 
try from the Par East, the Axis 
powers will have control of im- 
mense quantities of vital war ma- 
terials, of which oil is the most 
important. For example, the 
Dutch, rulers of rich Batavia, are 
putting up a fine fight but they* 
simply haven't the manpower, 
the ships or the equipment to 
fight on alone. Their forces act as 
adjuncts of British-American 
forces. If British-American pow- 
er were destroyed in the Far East 
the Dutch would be through. 

It has long been said that this 
country should be able to defeat 
Japan in a very brief period of 
time. That might be true if it 
were possible to concentrate all 
American fighting force and pro- 
duction capacity on the prose- 
cution of a Pacific war. But we 



British in combating the U-boat 
must maintain aft Atlantic fleet 
of considerable size to help the 
menace. And the President has 
said that aid to our Allies will 
continue, even though it may be 
temporarily on a reduced scale. 
It is known that Japan has for 
years built up a reserves of wai 
materials. Some think that she 
has enough on hand to last for 
a full year's all-out fighting. 

The Japanese are fanatical 
figures, and their Samurai tra- 
dition holds that a matt who dies 
in battle will go to an Asiatic 
Valhalla in which all is milk and 
honey. Therefore, it is only the 
part of wisdom for this country 
to expect a long war— a war in 
which there will be serious re- 
verses no less than great victor- 
ies. 

The loss of one American and 
two British battleships, along 
with a number of lesser warcraft, 
is admittedly serious. But it is by 
no means fatal, as the German- 
Italian-Japanese radio networks 
are saying. Our fleet alone is 
much larger than the Japanese, 
and it is said to have great fire 
power, speed and armor, . judged 
on a ship-for-ship basis. The 
combined American and British 
fleets outnumber the Japanese 
fleet by more than two for one. 
However, both Britain and the 
U. S. must keep major naval 
units eleswhere, while Japan has 
her entire force in the Pacific, 
and this, of course, materially 
cuts down our naval supremacy. 
In the long run, most authori- 
ties think, this will come down 
to a war of resources — a war of' 
oil production, steel capacity, etc. 
Here our edge over economically 
poor Japan is tremendous. But 
even if Japan should collapse. 
Hitler, with all the resources of 
Europe, will remain. And the de- 
struction of Httlerism is the an- 
nounced goal of all the Allies. 
None think that can be done 
easily. 

In the meantime, the Allies 
have much to be cheerful about. 
The Russians have done the ap- 
parently impossible in not only 
holding off the German legions, 

but in actually forcing them into

The TJ. S. Hotel Chamberlin is 
now open for business to an ex- 
clusively service clientele accord- 
ing to Rear Adm. Iff. H. Simons, 
commandant of the Fifth Naval 
District. The Admiral further 
stated it would be only open to 
the officers of navy, marine corps, 
army coast guard and their fami- 
lies there under certain condi- 
tions. 

To stop at the hotel, the appli- 
cant must be certified by either 
the commanding general at Port 
Monroe, the commandant of the 
Fifth Naval District, or the com- 
manding officer of the train of 
the Atlantic Fleet, according to 
which branch of the service he is 
serving in, even then the maxi*- 
mum stay will be two months. 

At the same time it was an- 
nounced that Sydney Banks 
would remain as resident man- 
ager. This was of considerable in- 
terest among the people of Vir- 
ginia Beach as Mr. Banks was 
here for a considerable length of 
time as manager of the Princess 
Anne Club and the Cavalier Hotel.

The original 
cost of construction was $1,100,000 
about ten years ago on leased 
ground. It replaced the old 
Chamberlin located on the same 
spot but destroyed some years 
previously by fire. 

The old Chamberlin bore quite 
a reputation as one of outstand- 
ing resorts on the Atlantic and 
had as its clientele the wealthiest 
people of the country. With its 
history and traditions it is pleas- 
ing to know that it will continue 
to carry the named Chamberlin 
in spite of the U. S. Hotel.

Events, world-shaking events, happened so 
fast that one at night never knew what the 



and therefore to increase production, man- 
power hours by necessity have to be in- 
creased. 

This brings up the question of transpor- 
tation. Stop and consider the number of 
man-power hours lost daily in transporta- 
tion to and from the job as the result of 
poor and inadequate transportation. Take 
for instance this general area alone with 
some 25,000 or more civilian employees at 
the Naval Base and Navy Yard, ninety per 
cent live some distance from their places 
of employment largely do to the housing 
problem. At the present time the transpor- 
tation companies are doing the best they 
can to handle the traffic but they can not 
get equipment because defense comes first 
and then men are not available to operate 
r he inarieonnr- equipment on hand.

The present crisis emphasizes 
as nothing else could the need 
for the development and main- 
tenance of maximum health for 
all. The time has come when the 
individual citizen must consider 
the problem to be what it always 
has been, namely, personal one. 
Complacency regarding the state 
of one's health, however unwar- 
ranted in the past, is now chal- 
lenged as unpatriotic. Nor can 
there be any grounds for reryTng 
solely on public health measures 
tc do the job for one. However 
effective public health measures 
have been, and will continue to 
be, nine-tenths of the burden uf 
attaining maximum vitality al- 
ways will be a personal matter." 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, State 
Health Commissioner. 

•"For example, advice on nutri- 
tion, suggestions on building up 
resistance to disease, warning? 
against illness hazards, and safe- 
ty admonitions require individ- 
ual cooperation if the effects are 
to be satisfactory. It is true that 
in the mass aspects of public 
health the activities of health 
officials can continue to be relied 
upon. Thus, safe water and milk 
supplies, protected sewage dis- 
posal facilities and other environ- 
mental sanitation factors in 
cities and the larger towns can 
be handled satisfactorily even 
though the public, as individuals, 
be disinterested. However, these 
features, though affecting thous- 
ands, are comparatively limited 
and the personal health problem 
remains. 

"On the part of the average 
adult this problem involves a 
conscientious review of personal 
habits, the removal of practices 
of commission and omission that 
tends to limit or adversely af- 
fect one's physical welfare, and 
the development of a reasonable 
health Interest. 

"There is no intention to imply 
that one should become unduly 
interested in the state of his 
health. Speaking generally, the 
vast majority of persons, while 
perhaps not having attained the 
uttermost limit in vitality, never- 
theless are in fairly good trim. 
What is being stressed is that the 
gap from 'fairly good' to 'best at- 
tainable' should be bridged, and 
that thi s can be accomplished 
without any hysteria or over-em- 
phasis. 

"A middle-of-the-road attitude 
is being advocated. In this con- 
nection there is no one better 
fitted by training, education and 
experience to keep one straight 
than the family physician. Too 
often in the past the doctor has 
been viewed as one awaiting an 
alarm to put out the Are of an 
acute illness. While this phase of 
his activity if of the utmost im- 
portance, to limit his work to 
services of this character dis- 
counts his ability to advise on 
personal habits and to give coun- 
sel regarding healthful living 
practices. Also, in his character 
of health advisor, he will suggest 
the value of the periodic physical 
examination as a means of dis- 
covering latent conditions, if ex- 
isting, that need to be remeded, 
thus avoiding a major or lesser 
calamity in the future. While 
the detection of such conditions 
will be few compared to the num- 
ber of those investigated, the ag- 
gregate always has been suffici- 
ently impressive to suggest the 
advisibility of a physical exami- 
nation for everyone of middle age 
or older. 

"In short, to develop a logica' 
mterestin the state of one's 
health and a desire to improve it 
by and with the adivce of the 
family physician today repre- 
sents not only the best possibili- 
ty of utmost personal vigor, but 
also is basically patriotic."

Books To Own 



BOMBS AND BOMBING 
by Willy Ley 



A Review by Lawrence Dawson. 
Special Reviewers University of 
Virginia Extension Division 



Willy Ley, who has a reputa- 
tion as a writer* on scientific sub- 
jects, was once president of the 
Rocket Society of Germany. He 
has turned his talents now to- 
ward the field of bombs. "Bombs 
and Bombing" is a manual on 
that gruesome subject telling 
"what every civilian should 
know about bombs". It is a sub- 
ject which he obviously knows 
thoroughly, as not only his book 
but his role as New Weapons 
Editor of a large metropolitan 
daily attests. 

The three ancient weapons of 
mankind— fire, poison, and viol- 
ence — determine the classifica- 
tion of bombs. Fire bombs, or in- 
cendiaries, receive particulrly 
graphic treatment in the book. 
The author discusses briefly the 
history of that insidious missile, 
from the mediaeval catapults 
which threw barrels of flaming 
pitch and sulphur into besieged 
cities, to the modern thermite 
bombs, those tiny incendiaries 
with which Nazi airmen hoped 
and attempted to set 7,000 Ares In 

son for their failure is given, to- 
gether with a chemical analysis 
and diagram of this and other 
types of bomb. 

Explosive bombs are discussed 
at some length: time-bombs, de- 
layed-action fuse bombs, TNT 
bombs (which form the majority 
of modern explosive bombs), 
shrapnel bombs, fragmentation 
bombs, bombs of every size and 
kind weighing from a few to sev- 
eral thousand pounds. There are 
line drawings of all of them and 
charts indicating for each just 
how far it can penetrate concrete 
protections, how much earth it 
will displace, how far it will 
scatter dangerous splinters, etc. 

Poison gas bombs are describ- 
ed in all their firightening as- 
pects. It is encouraging, however, 
to learn from this expert that we 
need have little fear of gas 
bombs, and none whatever of the 
prospect of gas released in clouds 
from low-flying planes. The lat- 
tertechnique is too difficult and 
uncertain to be practicable for 
thfc) attackers, while, according 
to the author, gas bombs are only 
one-fifteenth as dangerous, all 
things considered, as explosive 
bombs. 

There are pages, too, on air- 
raid alarm techniques, dive- 
bombing, the use of bomb-sights, 
and the famous "Molotov bread 
basket". Thoroughly covered is 
the matter of defense against air 
attack. It is worth a lot to know 
that there are efficient methods 
for fighting off any of the diabol- 
ical inventions of destructions 
now in use. "There is no need for 
anyone to die of fright", the 
author concludes, if we remain 
prepared. 

"Bombs and Bombing" should 
be required reading for every 
civilian.

There is an alarming tendency 
in certain quarters to assume, in 
the light of the Russian offensive, 
that Germany is near collapse, 
and that in six months or a year 
the war will be over. It is alarm- 
ing because it tends to induce an 
attitude of serious overconfidence 
on the part of Americans, and to 
lessen the effectiveness of the all- 
out effort which the United States 
must make, if victory is to be 
achieved. 

Let it be understood now that 
Germany is not even remotely 
approaching collapse, that she 
still has the best army in the 
world and the best air force, to- 
gether with the means to launch 
a terrific offensive against either 
Turkey and the Causcasus, or 
against North Africa, via Spain 
Even assuming that Germany has 
lost 3,000,000 men in Russian, 
counting kiljed, wounded and 
car/tured, she still has millions 
more, together with thousands of 
first-line planes and tanks. 

True, the Germans are in re- 
treat on .the Russian front today. 
The fact is immensely encourag- 
ing—indeed, it is the most im- 
portant single fact in the whole 
war picture. But rash conclus- 
ions must not be drawn. The 
communiques issued by Moscow 
are exaggerated, of course, and 
give a distorted picture of the 
German defeat. In all likelihood, 
the Germans will be able to dig 
in long before they are driven 
out of Russian. And when they 
do, they carl relase huge forces of 
men and planes and tanks for 
other theatres. 

We hope, of course, that the 
Russians will be able to maintain

Colonel M. S. Battle, director 
of the Division of Motor Vehic 7 
les, today listed four rules for 
motorist to abide by in addition 
to the traffic laws during the 
Christmas holidays. 

A strict observance of the rules 
highway courtesy rules and all 
traffic laws will mean much in 
reducing the rising death toll, he 
said. 

The rules are: 

(1) Don't drive after a session 
at the egg nog bowl.. Have some- 
one' else drive" or use some public 
conveyance. 

(2) Reduce the normal driving 
speed at least ten miles per hour 
on the highways. 

(3) Keep constantly on the al- 
ert for pedestrians, especially in 
the cities. 

<4> Be sure . to allow ample 
time for all trips.

Physical Standards 
Modified By Navy 

The Navy Department today 
announced a modification ol 
physical standards for enlist- 
ments in the U. S. Navy, the U. 
S. Marine Corps, the U. S. Naval 
Reserve and the U. S. Marine 
Corps Reserve for the duration 
of the emergency. 

Under- the modification which 
have been approved all candi- 
dates for enlistment, except Jhose 
applicants for enlistment in 
classes for propective commission- 
ing, are to be accepted with the 
following defects under the fol- 
lowing conditions :

Speaking before the Ecological 
Society of. America, at the Christ- 
mas meeting in Dallas. Texas, ol 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. Dr. 
Curtis L. Newcombe, director of 
the Virginia Fisheries Laboratory, 
stressed the increasing import- 
ance of the Chesapeake Bay as a 
shellfish producing body of water. 

Dr. Newcombe, who in addition 
to his work under the sponsorship 
of the Virginia Commission of 
Fisheries, is Professor of Marine 
Biology at the College of William 
and Mary, dealt particularly with 
the growth of oysters and mussels 
and the factors determining their 
rapid development in Virginia 
tidewaters. 

The productivity of the Bay 
oysters, he said, is the result of 
three principal factors operating 
together to affect one another 
and produce a fast growing 
oyster. 

These three factors he describ- 
* ed as, first large amounts of nut- 
rient salts essential for plant 
.. growth; second, available light 
, energy for the luxuriant growth 
of microscopic marine plants, a 
main food of shellfish; and, third, 
high water temperatures. 

He went on to point out that 
the Bay receives a wealth of nut- 
rient salts from its several large 
tributaries. Physical measurement 
of the depth to which light pene- 
trates in different parts of the 
Bay indicate, he said, that the 
most favorable areas for produc- 
ing shellfish food are in the 
creeks and shallow areas of the 
tributaries. Here, Dr. Newcombe 
declared, light penetrates to the 
bottom and utilizes the rich con- 
tributions of chemical substances 
brought down by the rivers. 

These were described as "Im- 
portant local variations" in the 
turbidity of the waters that cause 
differences in the amounts of 
light available for manufactur- 
ing shellfish food. 

He also said significant local 
variations have been observed in 
the amounts of plant food and 
in the growth rates of the oyster. 
Herein is said to lay the key to 
an evaluation of ground for shell- 
fish culture. 

This is the broad picture being 
developed out of the hydrographic 
and growth results thus far ob^ 
tained at the State Laboratory 
sponsored b£ the Commission of 
Fisheries and the College of Wil- 
liam and Mary in Virginia. 

' Dr. Newcombe pointed out that 
While these studies were still in 
their initial stages, there was good 
reason for believing that a care- 
ful selection of growing areas on 
a basis of available food and 
suitable light conditions will 
greatly increase shellfish produc- 
tion In Virginia tidewaters. 
i Dr. Newcombe reviewed studies 
by the Laboratory staff on the 
ecological conditions affecting the 
growth and artificial propagation 
of mussels, Virginia's new seafood 
industry. From a population 
standpoint the distribution 
characteristics of the ribbed mus- 
sel are unir.v.?. T'ie~e popula- 
tion :::ist cr. the Sc^ud: of Vir- 
ginia in v.iiat L&3 c-me ts bt 
known as "tump formation," and 
also "mat formation," and strip 
formation." The "Tump f .rr.ia? 
tion" comprises the most exten- 
sive commercially important mus- 
sel community thus far devel- 
oped. The individual r a i s e <• 
clumps of mussels called "tumps" 
range from a few inches in dia- 
meter to over three feet. They 
occur characteristically in soft 
mud marshes. "Strip formation" 
is most common within the Bay, 
occupying a narrow band, aver- 
aging about three feet in width 
along the shore. "Mat formation" 
Is local in its distribution, and is 
composed of smaller mussels com- 
pactly packed together develop- 
ing a uniform level surface. 

Prior to 1940 these mussels had 
not been usefl commercially. Since 
the war, their great value as a 
source of provitamin has become 
known and now they 1 are destined 
to be one of Virginia's most valu- 
able marine resources. 

Dr. Newcombe spoke briefly on 
the importance of the studies at 
Yorktown and Williamsburg to 
current needs of National De- 
fense. The Laboratory is taking 
such steps as are deemed advis- 
able to assure certain seafood 
supplies now reduced by wartime 
conditions.

Before January 1 more than 
200.000 Virginia workmen will 
have been offered the opportuni- 
ty of buying Defense Bonds 
through the Pay-roll Allotment 
Plan in Virginia. R. P. Nelson, 
Administrator of the Virginia De- 
fense Savings Staff of Richmond, 
announced here today. The De- 
fense Savings Staff's work in Vir- 
ginia was organized and got un- 
der waw, in Richmond on Octo- 
ber 16th. Since that time twenty- 
five mass meetings of employers 
of labor have been held in var- 
ious sections of the Old Dominion 
by the Defense Savings Staff, and 
manufacturers representing 85 
per cent of the employees in the 
State have been contacted, he 
stated. 

"Latest of the large concern to* 
announce that they will avail j 
themselves of the plan include 
the Riverside and Dan River Cot- 
ton Mills at Danville, the various 
branches of the DuPont Company 
in Virginia and all shipbuilding 
and drydock firms, employing 
more than 100 people in the Old 
Dominion. The firms that have 
announced their intention of in- 
troducing the Pay-roll Allotment 
Plan include more than one-third 
of all companies employing more 
than five-hundred in Virginia; 
all railroads in Virginia and the 
Chesapeake and Potomac Tele- 
phone Company having already 



installed the plan. 

"Defense Savings Committees 
throughout the Commonwealth 
of Virginia, which will shortly in- 
clude every city and county in 
the Old Dominion, have set as 
their December goal the presen- 
tation of the Pay-roll Allotment 
Plan to all industries in their 
eommunities. Last reports from 
chairmen of committees through- 
out the State indicated quite 
clearly that at least one-third, of 
our larger industries will intro- 
duce this plan before January 15, 
Mr. Nelson said. 

"The Defense Savings Staff's 
Pay-roll Allotment Plan is one of 
three major programs for the 
sale of Defense Bonds in Vir- 
ginia which contemplates, na- 
tionally, the investment of twen- 
ty-billion dollars of surplus in- 
come over the national income of 
a year ago in Government securi- 
ties in order to set up a reserve 
savings by wage groups in Vir- 
ginia against the day when De- 
fense Spending stops. The pro- 
gram is one contemplated also to 
put a brake on inflation by with- 
drawing a percentage of income 
from competition for goods in the 
current retail market," Mr. Nel- 
son stated.

1941 Crop Report 

The value of the principal Vir- 
ginia crops produced in 1941 is 
estimated at $115,668,000 or an 
increase of 14 per cent over last 
year's figure of $101,216,000, ac- 
cording to the Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service of the United 
States and Virginia Departments 
of Agriculture. The .higher prices 
for most crops has resulted in an 
increased value in spite of the 
fact that the production of most 
crops was smaller in 1941 than in 
1940. Cotton shows an increase in 
value over 1940 of 97 per cent, 
tobacco 64 per cent, peanuts 19 
per cent, and wheat 18 per cent. 
Cther crops showing some in- 
crease in value of production over 
last year are apples, barley, buck- 
wheat, grapes, oats, peaches, 
pears, sorghum for sirup, osp- 
beans for beans, red clover seed, 
and lespedeza seed. Decreases in 
value of production for 1941 from 
1940 are shown for Irish potatoes 
sweet potatoes, cowpeas for peas 
and rye. Corn and all tame hay 
show very little change from last 
year. The total acreage harvest- 
ed for the principal crops is es- 
timated at 3,744,000 acres com- 
pared with 3,909,000 acres in 

1940 or a decrease of 4 per cent. 
All of the major crops, including 
corn, hay, wheat, tobacco, and 
peanuts, show a decrease in acre- 
age from 1940, while some of the 
less important crops such as cot- 
ton, oats, Irish potatoes, sweet 
potatoes and soy beans for beans 
show an increase in acreage. '. 

1941 season was not nearly as 
favorable a growing season as 
1940 due to the lack of sufficient 
rainfall. As a result the yield of 
practically all crops was smaller 
in 1941 than in 1940.

Poole, President of Clemson Agri- 
cultural College, and D. W. Wat- 
kins, Director of Clemson College 
'Extension Service in agriculture 
and home economics, are expected

The eight-car train will be filled 
with exhibits, including forestry, 
agronomy, the home garden, -bee 
keeping, beef, cattle, swine, dairy- 
ing, poultry, marketing, nutrition 
and the kitchen. 

Defense at Home 

"Farmers can aid national de- 
fense greatly by development of 
adequate home supplies of food," 
said C. McD. Davis, executive vice- 
president of the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company and an enthusi- 
astic believer in the future of the 
Southern Coastal States.

In order to bring this very im- 
portant matter to the attention 
of the taxpayers a resolution was 
presented to the Congress of 
American Industry, held last 
week in New York under the 
sponsorship of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, 
pointing out that early this year 
Secretary of the Treasurer Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., suggested cut- 
ling a bniiuii dollars from the 
Federal budget. Thus far Con- 
gress has failed to follow his ad- 
vice — and it's modest advice at 
best. There are many who be- 
lieve that the Secretary's one bil- 
lion slash can easily be increas- 
ed to two. 

The time has come for the gov- 
ernment to pull in its belt, put 
through economies and evolve a 
workable defense finance policy. 
The NAM resolution embodies a 
four-point program that deserv- 
es consideration in this respect 
It recommends: 

1. The elimination of wasteful 
and extravagant government ex- 
penditures. 

2. The raising of additional tax 
revenues by means which will 
not interfere with national pro- 
ductivity, dry up sources of gov- 
ernment revenue or intensify the 
difficulty of defense adjustments. 

3. The correction of unsound 
features of the tax structure, 
whose deterrent effects have been\ 
amplified by recent substantial 
rate increases. % I 

4. Funds not secured through 
economies in- spending and hy 
taxation should be raised by 
borrowing, subscribed to as far as 
possible by individual investors 
out of current earnings. 

It would also be well if our 
state government could formulate 
some plan for eliminating a lot of 
the expenditure which is propos- 
ed for 1942. Such money saved 
would buy a lot of bombers and 
fighting planes, not to speak of 
guns, tanks, munitions and i 
war material.

The struggle that now engulfs 
nearly all the nations of the 
world is being fought on many 
fronts. Yet it cannot be empha- 
sized too often or too strongly 
that these fronts are all battle- 
fields in a single war. Whatever 
any one front has an inevitable 
effect upon all the others and 
consequently a direct bearing up- 
on the outcome of the whole con- 
flict. 

This must be kept constantly 
in mind less reverses or victories 
here or there be magnified out of 
all proportion to their relation- 
ship to the war as a whole. 

The tendency to exaggerate 
good news from a single front is 
after a long period of inaction or 
defeats. In this way hope soared 
high in the British Isles when 
Hitler hurled his army and his 
air force at the Russians. Even 
though the Red Army, immedia- 
tely gave ground and despite pre- 
dictions of a quick defeat for the I 
Soviets, the British people were 
encouraged because they knew . 
that Hitler's forces also were be- 
ing whittled down. The period ! 
immediately after the outbreak ; 
of the Russo-German war was a ' 
dangerous one for Britain be- j 
cause it engendered hope that {he 
war might be won, . after all, 
without the maximum sacrifice 
and effort. 

The same danger of compaeen- 
cy threatens us as well as the 
British today. The Russians are 
doing well; much better than any 
one expected or dared hope. Not 
only have they preserved their 
army and air force from destruc- 
tion; not only have they saved 



Moscow, but they actually are 
driving the Germans back across 
the scorched and now frozen 
earth of Russia. But we must not 
assume that the Nazi Wehr- 
macht is broken and defeated. It 
is not. We must be prepared for 
a stalemate in Russia and a new 
Blitzkrieg elsewhere— perhaps in 
Turkey and the Middle East; per- 
haps through Spain with West- 
ern Africa as the goal. 

Similarly, the news from Libya 
is good. The Axis forces defend- 
in S uiiat iaoL stronghold ui totali- 
tarianism in North Africa have 
been defeated by British arms and 
are threatened with destruction 



or capture. Neverthless, that 
campaign— important as it is to 
the larger strategy cf the war — 
is not and cannot be decisive. 
Nor is complete victory assured 
even in that theatre of war. It 
weuld be folly to assume that th: 
Nazis have abandoned hope of 
obtaining the use of such French 
bases as Bizerte, or despaired of 
getting what is left of the French 
navy. 

We are at war with Germany 
and Italy as well as with Japan, 
ami we must plan our strategy 
accordingly. We must have inti- 
mate, continuous cpnsulation on 
all fronts with our three major

Care Found For 
Alcohol Addicts 

A report made by four Seattle, 
Wash., physicians was recently 
published In the Quarterly Jour- 
nal of Studies on Alcohol, in 
which they claim a new cure for 
alcoholics had been made. Their 
methods are making the patient 
so sick of liquor that he can stand 
its sight, smelly or taste. 

The key to their success, they 
said, was repeating the "cure"— 
injections of a nausea-producing 
drug— at regular intervals for a 
year to prevent any backsliding. 

The subjects in the experi- 
ments, begun over a year ago. 
were given liquor shortly after 
the drug injections and, for sev- 
eral days afterward none could 
bear to have alcohol in his pre- 
sence. 

The experimenters, Drs, Walter 
L. Voegtlin. Frederick Lemere, 
William R. Broz and Paul OHal- 
laren (CQ) of the Shadel Sani- 
tarium, said they "reinforced" 
the treatment by successive in- 
jections of the drug at intervals 
of 30 and 60 days following the 
original "cure" and then at inter- 
vals of 90 days for a year. 

They reported no backsliding 
among patients given four or more 
"reinforcements" and 90 per cent 
abstinence among those receiving 
three such treatments. ,

The budget of the Commonwealth of Virginia for each fiscal year 
of the biennium beginning July 1, 1942 and ending June SO, 1944 as 
submitted to the General Assembly of Virginia by James H. Price, 
Governor of Virginia, was released for publication January 15, 1942. 

The gravity of the international picture has forced this country 
into an unprecedented program of public expenditure. This program 
has resulted in a business expansion which is rapidly approaching in- 
flationary proportions. This, in turn, has produced State revenues that 
are entirely out of proportion to the underlying tax base. 

Any estimate of revenues two years in advance of collections is at 
best ^hazardous undertaking. Any estimates at this time cease to have 
any validity beyond those of the "best guesses" obtainable. This is 
particularly true in a state such as Virginia, where war industries and 
establishments have literally made the Commonwealth an armed camp. 
This accounts for the tremendous increase in the general fund revenues 
over the biennium 194»>-1942. A difference of over $12,000,000 in excess 
of the sound revenues which normally would be available. It is expected 
that these revenue will level off and then decline as the peak of the 
war spending is reached and the full effect of the new war taxes and 
other dislocations are felt.

The Honorable Colgate W. Darden, Jr. will 
be inaugurated on Wednesday, January 21st 
as the Governor of Virginia.

However, whatever our beliefs may be, we 
must be prepared for the unexpected. No 
one dreamed of the*dare-devil, unexpected 
and treacherous attack on Pearl Harbor and, 
therefore, we paid the. consequences.

It is expanding industrial health programs in 
an effort to reduce accidents, illness and labor 
turnover so that employees can work full 
time. And it is taking extra precautions to 
keep machinery in constant repair. 

All told, it's a complicated job, this 168- 
hour week. But indications are that industry 
is aware of the problems involved and is work- 
ing out solutions as rapidly as existing con- 
ditions permit.

Steps have been taken to safeguard the 
populace and properties in the event of an 
jattack. Anti-aircraft guns have been placed 
in strategical points ; powerful spotlights like- 
wise have been placed when deemed neces- 
sary, all of which equipment is constantly 
manned ; the public has been given thorough 
instructions in preparedness and what to do 
in the event of an air raid and we have had 
one general blackout in the area. This black- 
out proved rather successful in a sense. The 
blackout, however, was forewarned and 
heralded through the press and radio. Every- 
thing and everybody were prepared at an 
almost designated hour. Fire engines were 
stationed at various points in the cities and 
towns of the area to give the signal. As a 
result the experiment was fairly successful 
but at the same time brought out certain 
blatant weaknesses. These weaknesses de- 
veloped In method of giving the air raid warn- 
ings. In the pre-arranged blackout, fire en- 
gines were placed at various advantageous 
positions to give the signal in municipalities 
but in the event of an unexpected air raid, 
how will adequate warnings be given? Fire 
engines will not be placed here and there to 
give the warnings. Another weakness de- 
veloped was the lack of warning to thickly 
populated suburban areas and the rural areas. 
Many of these are far beyond the sound of

AIRCRAFT RECOGNITION 

By R. A. Saville-Sneath 

The author of "Aircraft Recog- 
nition" is known in his native Eng- 
land as an authority on the new 
art of recognizing, or spotting, 
aircraft of various types by their 
sound, their silhouette, or by other 
means. His volume is a veritable 
handbook for air raid wardens and 
spotters and a useful book for all 
civilians exposed to modern war, 
and it is the official te.xt^ on its 
subject in R. A. F. training schools. 

The book outlines the knotty 
problems which confront air raid 
wardens and illustrates them, 
drawing upon England's actual ex- 
perience. It gives detailed descrip- 
tions of every important type of 
military' aircraft used by Germany 
and England. A series of photo- 
gravure illustrations depicts the 
silhouettes of all kinds of planes; 
bombers of every type, fighters, 
training ships, seaplanes, bipalnes. 
The maximum and cruising speeds, 
the range and special recognition 
points for each type are also listed, 
not to mention a general descrip- 
tion of its engineering features and 
its purposes. Nothing that a spot- 
ter would wish to know is omitted. 

The technique for using such 
knowledge are discussed in the 
opening chapters. And when it is 
recalled that there can be upwards 
of one million major variations 
from standard designs, it is easy to 
see that orderly classification of 
distinctive features is important 
for aircraft recognition. This clas- 
sification the author has under- 
taken in terms of planes, wings, 
engines, tail-units, fuselages, un- 
der carriages, and radiators, from 
the point of view of the spotter. 

Only a few American designs are 
described in the book, and none of 
the Italian or Japanese,

Yeu 
know this list by now: refrigera- 
tors, washing machines, vacuum 
cleaners, radios. It looks now as 
though some of these would be 
going under rationing orders 
about in April. Naturally. Wash- 
ington officials are determined 
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these gaps will be filled in by the 
trained spotter in due time. Mean- 
while. "Aircraft Recognition" is 
recommended as valuable reading 
for nearly everyone.

Not eating 
the right kind of food has been re- 
sponsible for a large per cent of 
the selectees who have been dis- 
pualified from military service. 

Realizing the importance of 
keeping Americans strong, the Of- 
fice of Defense Health and Wel- 
fare Service has begun a nutrition 
campaign. The first poster issued 
in this campaign listed seven foods 
that should be eaten every day to 
enable the average man, woman 
and child to keep in good health: 

(1) "Milk — at least a pint for 
everyone, more for children— or 
cheese, or evaporated or dried 
milk." 

(2) "Oranges, tomatoes, grape- 
fruit or raw cabbage — at least one 
of these." 

(3) "Vegetables green, leafy 

and yellow — one big helping — some 
raw, some cooked." 

(4) "Potatoes and apples — and 
other vegetables and fruit." 

(5) "Lean Meat,. Poultry or Fish 
—or sometimes dried beans or 
or peas." 

(6) "Eggs— at least 3 or 4 a 
week, cooked any way you choose 
or in 'made' dishes." 

(7) "Bread and cereal — whole 
grain products or enriched bread 
and flour " 

Every housewife in Roanoke 
County should study the above list, 
which is based on the research find- 
ings of the government, industry, 
and educational institutions, in 
order that she may be able to 
serve meals with th eneeded vita- 
mins.

More than 4,000 Americans were 
killed in automobile accidents in 
November and while final figures 
for 1MI are not yet available, it is 
probable that an all-time record 
has been established for traffic 
deaths. 

During the first eleven months of 
1941, 35,690 persons were killed in 
traffic accidents. This is a ter- 
rific price to pay for speeding, 
liquor drinking, olve-making and 
whatever else causes the deaths of 
so many Americans.

"We have decided to suspend 
both the state and national "Contests 
of the Ford Good Drivers League 
this coming year," Edsel Ford, the 
founder and president of the 
League, announced today. "We 
have arrived at this decision with 
regret," Mr. Ford said, "but it does 
not seem feasible to attempt to 
hold contests under present con- 
ditions." 

Mr. Ford expressed appreciation 
for the nationwide cooperation 
given the League by schools, safety 
organizations, law enforcement 
agencies and public officials as well 
asother interested groups. 

Since the League was organized 
by Mr. Ford in April, 1940, to im- 
prove the driving habits of the 
young people of America, it has 
enlisted more than 225,000 girls 
and boys in its crusade for safety.

Soil organic matter formed from 
the decomposition of soybeans or 
sorghum that had been turned un- 
der, increased the yield of eight 
vegetable crops by about 30 per 
cent this past season. Green man- 
ure crops plowed under supply nu- 
trients, minor elements, and 
growth promoting substances to 
succeeding crops while they are de- 
composing and in this way substi- 
tute for fertilizer. When these, 
green manure crops are finally 
broken down into humus, they also 
exert many favorable influences 
on crop production. Soils of ade- 
quate organic matter content 
maintain a higher moisture content 
in dry years, and in wet years or 
ganic matter facilitates aeration, 
prevents surface run off, and eros- 
ion of valuable top soil. In very 
acid soils, those low in organic 
matter are more likely to be toxic 
to crops due to excessive amounts 
of soluble manganese, iron- and 
aluminum than those with satis- 
factory organic matter contents; 
and in very sweet soils, those with 
low organic mater contents, fix 
iron, and manganese in forms un- 
avaialble to plants more readily 
than soils of adequate organic 
matter contents. The fact that po- 
tatoes must be green on acid soils 
to prevent scakgfpdicates why or- 
ganic matter ill extremely valuable 
in soils on which potatoes are to be 
grown. 

Organic matter also absorbs and 
holds much of the fertilizer applied 
to the soil in such a way that it is 
not lost by leaching but is still 
available to the plant. An acre of 
good soybeans contains 184 pounds 
of nitrogen, 34 pounds of phos- 
phate, and 85 pounds of potash 
and is equal to 2,000 pounds of a 
fertilizer analyzing about 9-2-4. As 
this is a high nitrogen fertilizer, 
by turning under a crop of soy- 
beans the nitrogen fertilizer re- 
quirement of the next crop could 
be considerably reduced.

It la 
a good idea to remember that the 
blighter toe color the higher the 
vitamin coateat. 

As I said, carrota are rich In 
Vitamin A and they are inexpen- 
sive. Use them grated for salads, 
cat them in curl* or thin strips, 
crisp them up la Ice water and 
serve at a substitute for celery. 
When cooking carrots be sore that 
they are cooked only long enough 
to get done and la as small amount 
of water as possible.

The school program of the De- 
fense Savings Staff will place 
particular emphasis upon the 
educational opportunities which 
Defense savings afford.

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This Is OUR War

It is now our war. We are in it 
up to our necks. The only way out 
is to win, and the way to win is by 
concerted action on the part of 
every one of us. 

Hardships, privation, separation, 
bombings, growing lists of the dead 
await us. Let us realize that now. 
The way ahead is long and diffi- 
cult. The brutal suddenness of the 
first treacherous attack proved the 
anodyne to the shock of this hor- 
ror. - But now we have steadied to 
it and are face to face with the 
grim monotony of days dominated 
by news of the- war; 

We now share what the people of 
Britain have known for three long 
years. We will come to know first- 
hand the blood-chilling sound of an 
air-raid alarm, the welcome relief 
of the\all-clear, the false, frighten- 
ing rumors, the utter exhaustion of 
long hours of work, the long hours 
of waiting for news, and too often 
the dull despair at the sight of the 
telegram laying waste our own 
personal world. 

We know now what bad news 
can mean. We, too, have had our 
Dunkirk. We may have to drink 
from the same bitter cup in the 
months to come. 

But as we share in their sorrows 
of war, let us show our close kin- 
ship by sharing in the courage with 
which they have faced, for nearly 
three years, the horrors unleashed 
upon them. Let us share in the 
way they have buckled down to 
hard, unrelenting work, to short 
rations, to blackouts, to cold, to 
nights upon nights broken with 
ceasless bombings. Let us share in 
the undaunted spirit with which 
they have faced thei rhour of tra- 
vail. Let us share in the morale 
that has carried them through. 

The first news was bad — but let 
us look at the whole picture. We 
are the richest nation on earth. We 
have the best equipment for pro- 
ducing all the things we need. We 
have the men, the money, the ma- 
chinery. We have an unprecedent- 
ed desire for national unity — We 
need — we must have — a cordinated 
use of all these forces, the all-out 
effort of each and every one of us 
to work in selfless concentration at 
the task at hand, to cooperate with 
those whom we ourselves have set 
in authority by keeping calm* obey- 
ing instructions, and standing to- 



gether with courarre and faith that 
right will prevail 

We c_f! \*Ji :... ~ war — but it will 
require all of us. Let us prove to 
the world that democracy ia not 
only a way of life but an ideal — a 
cause — in which we believe and for 
which we will fight with the 
strength that surmounts all ob- 
stacles — the conquering might of 
aroused free men! 



55 To 40 Idea 
Or Else 



Organization of "55 to 40 Clubs" 
groups that will pledge among 
themselves to reduce their driving 
speed from 55 miles per hour to 
40 miles per hour on the highways 
to-day was urged of Virginia mo- 
torists by Coolnel M. S. Battle, 
director of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles. 

The cicic, political and social 
clubs in the various communities 
should take the initiative in form- 
ing the groups, said the director. 

The idea behind the movement, 
existing tires and at the same time 
Colonel Battle said, is to conserve 
reduce accidents. 

"We have seen the quotas for 
tire rationing in Virginia for the 
various cities and counties," the 
director said. "One way to assure 
yourself of longer use of your 
vehicle' is to conserve the tires 
you now have. 

"At the same time we have a 
rising accident and death toll, and 
during the past year 1.087 persons 
were killed in automobile accidents, 
the largest number in any year in 
history of the State. 

"I would suggest that motorists 
adopt to themselves the '55 to 40 
idea' before the elgislators pass on 
some even more rigid laws and 
provide the necessary number of 
police to enforce the new regula- 
tions." 

The various organizations in the 
State should adopt a "55 to 40" 
motto, if not form a club, the 
director pointed out. 

"Let's face our future with a 
united front and reduce the acci- 
dent rate ourselves and not be 
forced to do it through rigid laws 
that perhaps may become a hard- 
ship on all who drive on the high- 
ways," the director declared. 



Hatcheries Produce 
Half Million Fish 



More than half a million fresh 
water game fish, hundreds of thou- 
sands of them already large enough 
to thrill any angler who might 
hook them, were shipped last year 
from the State fish hatcheries op- 
erated by the Commission of Game 
and Inland Fisheries, according to 
an article appearing in this win- 
ter's issue of Virginia Wildlife, of- 
ficial publication of the Commis- 
sion. The total of over 500,000 fish 
is said to be more than four times 
the number of licensed anglers in 
the State during the last fiscal 
year. 

Virginia's fish restocking pro- 
gram began nearly twelve years 
ago with the construction of a 
trout hatchery at Marion. Since 
then a trout rearing station has 
been built at Montebello, and hat- 
cheries for bass and other warm 
water species have been built at 
Front Royal and at Stevensville. 

The Stevensville plant, mast re- 
cent link in the chain of hatch- 
eries, is still under construction 
nut is already producing large- 
mouth bass and pan fish in large 
numbers. Small-mouth bass and 
other species are raised at Front 
Royal. The small-mouth bass are 
said to be hardest of all species 
to raise in the hatcheries. 

Many large-sized fish are re- 
leased in Virginia waters each year. 
Trout are now held at the hatch- 
eries until they reach a length of 
about eight inches, for it has been 
found that better fishing results 
from stocking a stream with a 
small number of the larger fish 
than from the releasing of millions 
of tiny fry just hatched. 

Fish experts do not feel that the 
artificial restocking of streams and 
ponds should entirely take the place 
of natural reproduction, nor do 
they believe that the production of 
fish in hatcheries lessens the need 
for control of pollution and silt- 
ing of productive waters. Hatch- 
eries, they say, are able only to/

Santa Claus, in the person of 
Uncle Sam and the Newport News 
Kiwanls Club, has brought civil- 
ian youths not in college here, the 
best Christmas present they could 
wish for— facilities to acquire 
wings gratis. The Civil aeronau- 
tics Administration is supplying 
the ground course and air train- 
ing through the Kiwanians who 
are sponsoring the program. De- 
tails of the cou rses were announc- 
ed yesterday J»y John Frank of 
Hampton, coordinator for civilian 
pilot training work, while taking 
applications at the Newport News 
Airport. 

The Ground School opens Jan- 
uary 1, with classes at Newport 
News High School. There will be 
8 weeks work, 3 nights a week. 
Applicants* must produce birth 
certificate or documentary evi- 
dence of citizenship, furnish 2 
passport photos with fingerprints 
thereon, 2 letters of recommenda- 
tion from prominent citizens veri- 
fying loyalty to the government, 
and pass a physical examination 
costing them $12 (which Is the 
only expense incurred through- 
out the entire course.) 

The 72-hour ground course con- 
sists of: navigation, 24 hours; 
meteorology, 24 hours; civil air 
regulations. 18 hours: general op- 
eration of aircraft, 6 hours. 

Following the ground course, 
flight instruction will be given at 
the Newport News Airport, op- 
erated by Aviation Service, Inc., 
whose President, Charles Bar-

STANDING PAT 

In these busy days every newspaper office in Washington receives 
a flood of Government publicity and innumerable releases from many 
different sources about the changes that have come over the country, 
and the war. It is definitely certain that practically every business 
institution and every individual is backing their Government. 



SPEEDING THE WAR EFFORT 

As a means of increasing its contribution to the war effort 
through the further stimulation of the production of war materials, 
General Motors has organised seven of its leading executives into a new 
War Emergency Committee that will have responsibility for all the 
Corporation's activities connected with the war emergency for its 
duration, but will be automatically dissolved at the conclusion of the 
war 

It was encouraging that as early as June, 1940, certain organiza- 
tional changes were effected within this same Corporation "to facilitate 
an aggressive execution of such part of the national defense program 
as may be assigned to General Motors." These changes included the 
organization of a Defense Material Relationships Committee, now 
superseded by the War Emergency Committee. The importance of the 
latter is attested by its membership. Headed by Donaldson Brown, 
Vice Chairman of the Board of Directors and Vice President of the 
Corporation, this emergency board included: Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., Chair- 
man of General Motors; C. E. Wilson, President, and four other ranking 
vice presidents of this great manufacturing company.

THE RAILROADS . 

American railroads are holding their chins up and they show that 
they have successfully handled the greatest volume of passenger and 
freight transportation in their history during the past year. The rail 
lines handled the oil shortage that was alleged to have threatened the 
Eastern Seaboard. Diesel, engines, air-conditioning, more efficient 
management and servoice are all legacies that the railroads inherited 
from the motor industry and highway builders Transportation on land 
and sea has actually been made over and modernized since mass pro- 
duction gave us the automobile «f» rr.i« twentieth century. 



ALL RIGHT, BUT NO FOOLING 

The Army and the Navy and some Administrative agencies have 
clamped down censorship on some of their news. 

Intelligent censorship protects us from foreign enemies and makes 
it impossible for them to obtain military information that we do not 
want them to have. 



The question is being raised as to whether censorship of the press 
works out as intended. The radio spreads rumors and wild guesses 
through the days and the nights. But the press religiously observes the 
rules and regulations of the Government and conforms to policies of 
wartime censorship. This is not hard, because Byron Price, Director 
of Censorship is a real newspaper man and as capable as any person 
in the country to use a "blue pencil" on questionable items. 

One of the dangers at the present time is to be found in censorship 
of news regarding industrial production. That kind of censorship would 
increase the volume of misinformation that is being peddled over the 
country. There are organizations with headquarters in Washington that 
are creating false charges against the American system of private 
business. 



THE TAX HATCHET 

Those taxpayers who complained last year, and years before about 
taxes, "ain't seen nothing yet." The war budget recently presented 
to Congress is intended to raise the Federal income 50&. The spending 
to win the war calls for more than 62 billion dollars, and for non- 
war purposes more than 6 billion dollars. The taxes are classified in 
the news reports as "old, new and social security," and they are esti- 
mated at a total of 27 billion dollars. There will be other billions pro- 
vided by the sale of bonds and by funds of Government corporations. In 
the windup for the next fiscal year there will be ahuge deficit which at 
the present time is estimated at 31 billion dollars. 

So, you might just as well begin tightening up your belt, even if 
it does make you very sad. 



PRICE CONTROL 

The farm blocs in Congress appear likely to wan their fight to 
lodge control over prices of agriculture products in the hands of the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Senator Bankhead has taken the lead in this 
effort to keep farm price "controls out of the hands of Leon Henderson 
or any Administrative board of the Government that may operate under 
his direction. 



RADIO MONOPOLY 

Radio is a monopoly under control of CBS and NBC, says the U. 
S. Department of Justice, which has filed suits against those companies. 
These two broadcasting companies have been at loggerheads with the 
Federal Communications Commission and what starts out as differences 
of opinions have developed into a challenge that the big radio con- 
cerns are violating the anti-trust law. 

Suckers who bought RCA common radio stock at close to $100 a 
share in 1929 and now find that the stock is quoted in one figure dont 
have to be told that there is somethingscrewy about radio business. 
The Federal Communications Commission is seeking to limit contract- 
ure! relations between the chains and affiliated stations. The big; 
chains say their contract systems are the life of the business. 

PRowemoNs posthumously 

The Senate approved a bill this week granting the rank of Majbr- 
General to Colonel William M. Mitchell, who has been dead a long 
time. Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, the old home state of Mitchell, 
pressed the bill to passage. 

Many people remember how Mitchell was court martialed when he 
had the courage and the power to tell the United States that its air 
force was inefficient and that our country was inadequately prepared. 
He was given the works. Mitchell told the truth. Before the United 
States got into this war Colonel Charles Lindbergh was asked to make 
a survey of the airways of the United States. After he had done so 
he told the military establishment of our Government about the same 
thing that Mitchell reported more than twenty years ago. 

Trend: "General Lindbergh may be decorated posthumously." 

GEORGIA SYSTEM UNCONSTITUTIONAL 

The "Georgia chain gang," was struck down by a U. S. Supreme 
Court decision that held in the case of Ira Taylor, negro, convicted in 
a case involving $19.50, that the peonage law of Georgia "operates to 
create and maintain a condition or system of peonage in which large 
numbers of unfortunates are still being held."

Hera la an opportunity for th* 
American, farmer to realize an Im- 
portant cash income by Increasing 
his egg production. The cost of 
producing eggs certainly has not 
increased In proportion to their 
market prices. There is more real 
'net profit In the business, and 
there la. a vary good chance that 
the condition described will not 
change for several years to come. 

Fortunately, it does not take 
very much land, or a great deal of 
man power, or very much cash in- 
vestment, to raise poultry and pro- 
duce eggs. For the farmer whose 
production la limited, there always 
will be the local market— at prices 
considerably higher than those of 
the paat few years. And for the 
farmer who can increase his for- 
mer small production to a com- 
mercial basis, the opportunity is 
almost unlimited. 

Many of ua are going to find out 
that we have many new conditions 
to face. Agriculture haa not yet 
begun to realize the far-reaching 
effects of a war that ia involving 
most of the civilized world. In 
meeting these changed conditions, 
the farm ia going to be Just aa im- 
portant aa the factory. The fac- 
tory cannot produce food; only 
the farms can do that. And food 
will continue to be, aa always, the 
first essential of life. 

We are going to need more 
money, to 'pay higher taxes and to 
buy the things that f, .ms cannot 
produce. "Egg money" that has 
on so many farms been a matter 
of dimes and quarters, is very 
likely to become a mighty tmpor- 
( tant source of our farm supply of 
dollars.

"While pneumonia can and does 
strike with little or no warning, 
in many instances its forerunner is 
a cold, influenze, or other respira- 
tory infection. Therefore, to assume 
a careless attitude toward a res- 
piratory illness not only is foolish 
but may be hazardous also. A cold 
or any other infections of the 
breathing passages which makes 
one constitutionally sick, especial- 
ly if accompanied by fever, de- 
mands immediate attention by the 
family physician. To self-treat, 
and fight on one's feet, a condition 
of this kind is to 'deny one's self 
the great help that science has 
made available through prompt 
professional advice and care." 
stated D. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"Due to the use of the self- 
fonimide drugs and specific-type 
serum, the pneumonia death rate 
has been reduced during the past 
three years in Virginia and in many 
other sections throughout the Unit- 
ed States. Nevertheless, for the 
first eleven months of 1941 over 
1800 deaths in this State alone were 
attributed to this cause. Much of 
this mortality could have been 
avoided had the undelayed ser- 
vices of the family physician been 
obtained. 

"Pneumonia is a eommrWiicable 
disease; that is, it may be ac- 
quired by direct or indirect contact 
with one having it. Moreover, a 
reduced bodily resistence resulting 
from habitual disregard for basic 
physical requirements such as prop- 
er indoor ventilation, adequate 
nourishing food, outdoor exercise 
and sufficient sleep, moderate use 
of stimulants and avoiding expos- 
ure to wet and cold invites not 
only pneumonia itself, but the so- 
called minor respiratory infections 
which often precede it. 

"Consequently, while no one is 
iustified in developing an undue 
fear o? pneumonia, it is altogether 
logical to realize, especially at this 
time of year, that reasonable steps 
to avoid respiratory illness are in 
order. To avoid persons suffering 
with respiratory diseases in so far 
as possible and to develop normal 
physical resistance through obey- 
ing nature's basic requirements 
should be everyone's goal. 

"However, if in spite of care a 
respiratory illness develops, the 
family physician should be called

Revision of Aviation Cadet re- 
quirements for bombardiers, navi- 
gators and pilots in the Army Air 
Corps through reduction of the age 
limit to 18 years, institution of a 
uniform simplified test in place of 
the previously required written ex- 
amination or college credits, and 
extension of eligibility to married 
men, was announced by the War 
Department. 

In the past, application for Avia- 
tion Cadet Training was limited to 
men between 20 and 26 years of 
age. The new age limits provide 
for the acceptance of men between 
the ages of 18 and 26, inclusive. 
This applies not only to bom- 
bardiers,, navigators and pilots who 
are .the members of the aircrew; 
but aldso to Air Corps ground offi- 
cers, whofi as Aviation Cadets, re- 
ceive instruction in armament, en- 
gineering, communications, photog- 
lyph,, „..J iiicLcuiv/Iugy. 

A revision already in effect is the 
extension of eligibility to married 
men. Heretofore, only unmarried 
men have received training as Avia- 
tion Cadets, but under the change 
authorized a married man is eligi- 
ble providing he submits, along with 
his application for enlistment, a 
written statement that his depend- 
ents have adequate means of sup- 
port. This revision applies equally 
to candidates for aircrew training 
and for training in the ground 
courses. 

There will be no exemptions be- 
cause of college credits earned. The 
test, in which the applicant will 
choose the correct answer from five 
possible answers given for each 
question, is designed to determine 
the applicant's fitness to pursue suc- 
cessfully the courses of instruction 
in Air Corps training schools. 

Through the wide revisions in re 
quirements approximately 2,000,000 
more men are expected to become 
eligible for enlistment in the Army- 
Air Corps. 

Immediate enlistment and ap- 
pointment as an Aviation Cadet is 
possible under a revision of pro- 
cedure and the establishment of an 
increased number of Cadet Exam- 
ining Boards in each of the nine 
Corps Areas in the Nation. Appli- 
cation for information may be made 
to any United States Army Recruit- 
ing Station, to any Corps Area 
Headquarters, or to the Assistant 
Adjutant, Headquarters, Camp Pen- 
dleton, Virginia, or to the Adjutant 
of any Army post or organization. 

An applicant will be directed to 
the nearest Cadet Examining 
Board, to which he should take 
three letters of recommendation 
signed by citizens of established 
standing in his community, and a 
birth certificate or other docuin^h- 
tary evidence of date of birth. This 
Board is in operation at Camp Pen- 
dleton, Virginia. 

He will receive a physical exam- 
ination similar to that given to Re-

GOVERNOR DARDEN'S A. B. C. 

When the honorable Colgate W. Darden 
was inaugurated last week as the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Virginia he entered 
into the office with the greatest of simplicity 
and the lack of pomp. At the same time, 
from his inaugural speech, he took office with 
all sincerity and seriousness of purpose bear- 
ing in mind the conditions that exist today 
and which the people will have to face. Ana- 
lyzing his recommendations as set forth in 
this speech it iso-eadily seen that he has pre- 
viously given serious thought to the various 
problems that will have to be met by him and 
the legislative bodies during his administra- 
tion. If his present recommendations are 
carried through in principle added to by like 
future policies his administration will, un- 
doubtedly, be a successful one and one of 
credit to himself and his people. 

Among the main features advocated by the 
new Governor that particularly impressed us 
was his stand on temperance. We have known 
the new Governor closely for many, many 
years and through such association have 
known him to be personally temperate in his 
habits and at the same time tolerant of others 
who have not controlled their personal habits. 

The Governor asserted that the present 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board was not 
established nor was the socalled prohibition 
act repealed for the purpose of raising reve- 
nues but for the regulation and education 
of temperance and the abolition of lawless- 
ness that had been created under the 18th 
Amendment. 

Unfortunately, his predecessor and the 
members of the legislature have looked upon 
the sale of alcoholic beverages as a gold mine 
and hav§ endeavored to bleed it to the utmost 
for every penny of revenues. The A. B. C. 
Board has publicized itself and boasted of the 
vast amount of revenues placed in the State 
.coffers from this source in which manner 
they have attempted to pat themselves on the 
back and say, "A job well done, Willie." Gov-

Dark hours are not new in American his- 
tory, says Master Emeritus L. J. Taber of 
the National Grange.

"Three hundred and twenty-one years ago, 
a little band of pioneers along the Atlantic 
Coast were building cabins and making prep- 
arations for the long, cold winter that lay 
ahead.

They 
saw afar the light of freedom and they went 
forward. Then came the victory of Yorktown, 
and the challenge of freedom. However, dis- 
integration and jealousy threatened the col 
onies until they again learned the lesson^ of 
cooperation with the result that the Consti- 
tution and the Bill of Rights are now the 
hope and light of the world. 

"This is humanity's worst storm. Nothing 
in the history of all the race compares with 
the destruction of life and property that now 
grips the whole world. Towns, cities and 
sometimes whole nations disappear. Suffering 
is the lot of hundreds of millions of innocent 
people.
